By a cr.rbon of this letter to hrm Shea I am ap^ealine the deniala and withholdlnga 
ii'. the four pngefl of records onoloaed vith your fom stamp dated i^pril 11,1098. 

1 hope you will find time to provide the explanations obviously called for# Thetis 
explanations include reconoi.liiA(£ what you have done in these withholding with your 
testimony boror ih-: rnsnite euhcx^dttee; explaining the long delay from i;^10/76 
to 4/11/78; not providing these records pursuant to my PA request of th^ FSL of about 
10/75, subsequently repeated and appealed; md not prx>vidlng the othrr/records the 
sxlfitenoe of which is established by what you did provido# 

You had these infamoua lies long before your recent JJ?1C assassination r^^cord 
releases, long b fore I wroto your branch about such vicious fabrications the FBI seems 
to have delighted in droulating without any chodcLng, and alffloet a year before my 
lawyer wrote asking for tlio preservation and observation of all of n^r ri^^its under 
the l^rivacy Act# Yet all these efforts wore totally igoored by the PBI# 

I Therefore ask for any sad all r cords of any nature to what did and did 

not bap, GD to all thaje requests under FA. I siak*^^ this ae a r^uest even 

though 1 believe it 1 l covered bl 2<y requoits %dth which you hiiVi‘ not yst complied. I 
have no reluctance in telling you some of my special interests in thiai they include 
providing th<« DcoortiBcnt with copies and annotations and perhaps providing them to the 
Senate Bubooo:J.tteet to which it appears apparent to me that you testified falsely# As 
what may be a consequence of the FDI*s falsities it la possible that one or more 
'^eparu&fiut lawyers also tecitifidd ialsely, one in particular with regard to as uronces 
of total oorr^plianoe with all of my requests under the Acts# 

This is not thi^» first such FHE infamy provided not on its initiative but on that 
of another agency# (in tide case you have withheld the oom unication with which this 
was forwarded to the Secret Service, any response(s) from it and other recoiids ori- 
ginating in at least the Los io^geles ib'ield Office.) 1 therefore aak for copies of any 
and all records of any all rofcrrals to other agencies and of ooim unioations from 
and rt^cords from other egenoiss relating directly or indirectly to ms, from the time of 
the first FJBI record relating to me# By oft^ncy I moan to include other DJ Corapononts 
and any and all pei'sone in or com;d.ttoes of the dongreeMS. 

For tbs inl'oroation of the Department I note that PBI records rel'leot that Edgar 
Eugene Bradley is a notorious liar and that his fabrications and exaggerations reculted 
in thi.« waste of my time and money by FBL in (at least) its investigation of the 
assassination of Dr# King - and that your unit processed the records reflecting tho true 
n-.ture of virtually anytliing Kr# Bradley says# 

I also note for tho Department and for PA rig hts that those outrageous lies so 
easily checked by the FBI coincide with tho breaking of an agreement of compliance with 
my FOIA requests of tho :Sicrot Service, an agreoixjnt inteiidod to avoid unnecensaiy 
litigation# (Hr# Besar has already infoniisd a court and tho Department of what then 
trajoapired with regard to what is known as the Memorandum of Transfer in the JFK case# I 
report that pro so I filed C .A# 2599-70#) 

For tiiB record 1 ne ver ma^ie aixy such Btator.^nts, no cuch offer:: or proinises were 
made or could have been made to am beuause kij requests of the Secret Service did not 
include any FBI record, and the FBI never asked mo any questions a1x)ut any of tliese evon 

though during thi pt'riod in ^ur.otioii &;\cnts wrs in hoifie# sincerely, Harold Woisberg 
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
